And foraſmuc h as he heing onely God, 
t aald not fecke death, neither heing one 
man could ouercome death 3 he ioyns: 
both together, and ſuffered bis humanitie 
to be puniſhed wich moſt cruel death, fee - 
ling in himſelſe the anger and ſcuere indg- 
ment of God, euen as 
treame torments of heil; and therefore 
cried with a loud voice, Mz God,wsy God, 
why haft the forſaken me? Thus of his free 
mercie, without compulſion, he offered vp 
bimſelle as the onely ſacrifice to purge 
the ſinnes of all the world ; ſo that all o- 
ther ſacrifices fer fin arebL and 
derogate from the ſufficiencie hereof? 
which death,albeit it didſufhciently re- 
concue vt te God, yet the Scriprures 
commonly do attribute our regeneration 
to his reſurrection. For as by rifing againe 
from the graue the third day, he cunque- 
red death;euen ſo the victorie of our faith 
ſtandeth in bis re ſurrection: and therefore 
withow: the one, we cannot feele the be- 
neſits of the other. For as by his death 
finne was taken away: ſo eur righteonſ- 
neſſe was reſtored by his reſurrection. 
And becauſe hee would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſtion for vs in his 
kingdome, he aſcended into heauen, to 
enlarge the ſame kingdome by the abun. 
dant power of his Spirit, by whom we are 
moſt aſſured of his continuallinterceſgion 
towards God the Father for vs.

Church, which as members of Leſua Chr; 
the onely head thereof, cenſent in faith, 
hope, and charitie, vſing the gifts of God, 
whether they be temporall or ſpiritnall, 
to the profit and furtherance of the ſamee 
which Church is not ſeena to mans eye 
but only knowne te Gpd, wha of the lo 
ſonncs of Adam, hath ordained ſame as 
veſſels of wrath to damnation, and hath 
choſen others as veſſels of hug mercy to be 
ſaued, the whichin due time be calleth to 
integritie of life andgodly converfation, 
to make it a glorious Church to himſclfe, 

But that Church which is viſihle & ſeen 
to the eye, hath three tubens and markes 
wherby it may be knowHe. Firſt, the werd 
of God contained in the old and now 
Teſtament, which as it is aboue the antbo- 
ritie of the fame Church, aud onely ſuf · 
cient to inſtru& vs in all things concer« 
ning ſaluat ion, ſo is it left for all d 
of men to reade & vnderſtand. For with- 
out this word, neither Church, Councell, 
nor Decree, can ſtabliſh any point tou- 
ching ſaluation. 

The ſecoud marke, is the holy Sacra- 
ments, do wit, of Baptiſme and the Lords 
Supper, wich SacramentsChrift hath left 
voto vs, as holy ſignes and ſeales cf Gods 
premiſes, For ns by Bapeilme oncerocei - 
ued is figntfied,that we (as well infants, as 
ether of age anddiſcretion ) being ſtran- 
gers from Ged by originall fin, are recei- 
ued into his familie and cõgregation, with 
full aſſurauce, that although thts root of 
finne lie hid in vs, yet to the ele& it ſhall 
not be impured : ſa the Supper declareth, 
that God às amoſt prouĩdent Father doth . 
not onely feed our bodies, but alſe ſpiri- 
tually nouriſheth our ſoules with the gra- 
ces and benefits of Ieſus Chriſt , (which 
the Scripture calleth cating of his fleſh 
and drinking ef his bloud ; ) neither muſk 
we in the adminiſtratien of the Sacra» 
ments, follow mans fantaſie, but as Chriſt 
himaſelfe bath ordained , ſo mult they be 
miniſtred, and by ſuch as by ordinary ve» 
cation are thereunto called. Therefore 
whoſoeuerreſerueth or worſhippeth theſe 
Sacraments, vr contrariwiſe contenneth 
them in time andplace,procureth to him - 
ſelle damnation, 

The third mark ofthis Church, is Ecclee 
ſiaſticall diſcipline, which ſtandeth in ad- 
monition and correction of faults: the fie 
nall end whereof is excommunication, by 
the conſent of the Church determined, if 
the offender be obſtinate. And beſide this

Fcelefiaſtical diſcipline, Tacknewledge to 


belong to this Church, a peliticke Magi- 
ſtrate, who mini to euery man u- 
ſtice, defending the good, and puniſhing 
the cuill: To whom we muſt render honor 
and obedience inall things, which are not 
contrary te the word of God. And as 
Moſes , Ezechias, Loſias, and other godly 
rulers purged the Church of God from ſu- 
perſtition and idelatrie, ſo the defence 
of Chriits Church appertaineth to the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates,againſt al Idelaters 
and heretiks, 28 Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, with 
fach like lims of Antichriſt; to root out all 
doctrine of deuils and men, as the Maſſe, 
Purgatorie, Zimbus Param, Prayer to 
Saints, and for the dead,Freewill,Diftin- 
Qion of meates rell and dayes,vowes 
of fingle life, Preſence at idoll ſeruice, 
mans merits, with ſuch like: which draw 
rs from the ſocietic of Chriſts Church, 
wherein ſtandeth onelyremiſsion of fins, 
purchaſed by Chriſts bloud to all them 


that beleeue, whether they be Tewero? 
Gentiles;and leade vs to yaine confidence 
in creatures and truſt to our one imagi- 
nation: the puniſhment whereof, although 
God oftentimes deferreth in this life, yet 
after the generall reſurreQion, when our 
ſonlesand bodies ſhall riſe againe to im- 
mortalitie , they ſhall be damned to vn- 
quenchable fire: ard then we which haue 
forſaken all mens wiſedome,to cleaue vn- 
to Chriſt , ſhall heare that 1oyſull voyce: 
Come pe bleſſed of my Father, inherne the 
kinedome prepared for you from the begmniaę 
of the world: and ſo ſhall go triumphing 
with him in body and ſoule to remame 
euerlaſtingly in glory, where we ſhall ſee 
God face to Face, and ſhall no more need
